A visit by the Rev. William J. DeBarde-

Threatens 
Fort Worth ~ 


FORT WORTH, Texas—(UP)—| 
Fort Worth health authorities have 
warned that all possible precau- 
tionary measures against a small- 


pox epidemic should be heeded 
and suggested vaccinations against’ 


the disease for all. who have not: 


been immunized recently. 

Although the liklihood of an epi- 
demic in the Fort Worth area was 
discounted, City Health Director 
Dudley A. Reekie pointed out that 
“all epidemics start from one 
case.” 

The warning came after the re- 
port that the illness of a Fort 
Worth aircraft worker, Jarel 
Sparks, 27, had been diagnosed as 
smallpox Nov. 16. It was the first 
case of the disease in Fort Worth 
in 10 years. 

Sparks still was quarantined at 
his home in Mineral Wells, 45 
miles west of here. Physicians 
said he was nearing recovery. 

One thousand units of smallpox 
vaccine had been sent here by the 
State Health Department, and a 
public vaccination station was 
opened for persons unable to ar- 
range for immunization with a pri- 
vate physician. 

In Washington, U. S. Public 
Health Service officials said the 
entire population of Fort Worth 
could be vaccinated against small- 
pox in one week.

NEW YORK—(/)—The _ stock 
market’s attempt to block the post- 
election decline went up in smoke 
this week. About $1,700,000,000 
was lopped off the market value 
of all stocks listed on the ex- 
change. Losses since the Demo- 
cratic election sweep have piled 
up to around $7,000,000,000. 

On Friday and again in Satur- 
day’s short session, the market 
showed signs of stabilizing but the 
steeadiness was due more to ab- 
sence of aggressive selling than to 
any pronounced pick-up in buying. 

Tax selling, Saturday and dur- 
ing the week, helped keep the 
market on the defensive. Broker- 
age quarters estimated that this 
type of pressure may keep up for 
several weeks more. 

The Associated Press average of 
60 stocks closed at 63.4, unchanged 
for the second day in a row. lt 
was the lowest point reached since 
March 19 and compared with the 
low for the year of 60.3.

Saturday, 283 declined and and 
218 advanced. Declines have out- 
weighed advances for the last two 
days despite the fact that the aver- 
ages were unchanged.

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In Defense of Business 


Those corporations which have sought 
to get every nickel the traffic would bear 
have done business very real harm. It is 
those so guilty, and they do not by any 
means represent a majority of American 
business, who will subject business to 
attacks from the left and center during 
the next Congress. 

Their policy of getting high profits 
on unit sales have helped keep the cost 
of living artificially high. There are 
other factors, to be sure, and they are im- 
portant ones. But unconscionable minori- 
ties of business are in part responsible, 
and because of their greed all industry 
will suffer. 


But while the gluttons have been get- 
ting every nickel of tribute that could 
be squeezed out of the price system, the 
overall record of American corporations 
is not evil or corrupt. Our system, upon 
which employment depends for expansion, 
is that risk money be put into investment, 
new plants and research. Failure to do 
so would make static employment and 
business. 

With the exception of those corpora- 
tions which have sought to create cartels 
and other forms of monopoly, most of the 
profits have been poured into plant re- 
pairs, expansion, equipment and research. 
The pertinent facts are: 

1, During the last three years business 
spent about 70 billion dollars for rehabili- 


tation and expansion of plant and equip- 
ment and to acquire inventories of goods. 
2. Internal financing—the use of “prof- 


it” money rather than outside money— 


furnished about 42 billion dollars of the 
sum spent for the above purposes. The 
balance was obtained through increases 
in bank loans and some new issues of 
securities. 

3. Thus 20 billions of profits per year 
would not be enough to meet the above 
average of more than 23 billions of ex- 
penditures even assuming that all the 
profits could be so used and stockholders 
were to get no dividends to pay them for 
the use of their savings. It is significant 
that in the postwar period less than one- 
half of net earnings has been disbursed 
to stockholders in dividends as contrasted 
with three-fourths in 1939 and two-thirds 
in 1929. 

4. Expenditures for new plant and 
equipment alone amounted to 12 billion 
dollars in 1946, about 16 billions in 1947 
and will amount to more than 19 billions 
in 1948. 

These facts were presented a few days 
ago by Winthrop Aldrich, chairman of the 
Board of the Chase National Bank, and are 
not disputed. ‘ 

On the basis of them, one hopes the 
next Congress will investigate the effect 
of monoply on inflation, but that there 
will be no general, demagogic attack on 
business.

Georgia stands to lose a congressman

So do Alabama, Mississippi, Arkansas, 
Tennessee, Kentucky and North Carolina. 


_ Of the Southeastern states only Florida 
stands to gain additional representation, 
its House delegation probably being raised 
from six to seven. South Carolina, Vir- 
ginia and Louisiana will remain the same. 

Peculiarly enough, it is not the eastern 
states, encompassing the larger metropoli- 
tan areas, which stand to gain. Indeed, 
both New York and Pennsylvania stand 
to lose congressmen, the former two, the 
latter one. 

It is the West, particularly the coastal 
states, which are showing the largest gain 
in population and congressional power. 
California gets seven additional represent- 
atives, its delegation jumping from 23 to 
30; Washington, Oregon apd Texas get one 
new congressman each. 


Re-apportionment of congressional rep- 
resentation is done after each census on 
the basis of total population, including 
children and aliens. Each.state is allotted 
House members according to their share 
of national total, the House being limited 
to a membership of 435. 

Georgia’s loss of another congressman 


will call for an overall revision of dis- | 


tricts, as was the case after the 1930 cen- 
sus, when the old eleventh and twelfth 
districts were abolished. The trend dur- 
ing the last decade has been increasingly 
to urban areas, some of the State’s pre- 
dominately rural districts having lost 
from 20 to 25 percent of their population 
in the exodus. 

The South’s is indeed a diminishing 
voice in Congress. 

It will continue to be so until we find 
a way to attract additional population 
from other areas ... and to keep our 
youth satisfied at home. 


The Racketeers Get Their Answer 


The Jeff Davis County Ledger reports 
“the gang of racketeers who fleeced thou- 
sands of dollars from out-of-State trav- 
elers have pulled their stakes and the 
Free Zoo no longer operates at Sugar 
Creek.” 

We are glad. 

But even more encouraging is the 
Ledger’s information that Gov. Talmadge 
has instructed the GBI to work with 
county officers to keep such gambling 
joints out of the State. 

“A GBI man was in Hazlehurst yes- 
terday,” reports the Ledger. “He de- 
clared that the Governor had read the edi- 
torial from the Jeff Davis County Ledger 
in The Atlanta Constitution, had told the 


GBI to find all ‘the free zoos in Georgia 
and run them out.’ He, of course, told the 
GBI to work in co-operation with the 
county officials. 

“The theory was advanced by the GBI 
official that the plot may be deeper than 
it looks; that it seems to be an ‘organized 
business’ and not a fly-by-night and that 
perhaps something besides gambling—it 
could be black market or big liquor traf- 
fic—is behind the movement. 

“One of the zoo men boasted, it will 
be recalled, that they had fleeced people 
out of $43,000 in four months and leer- 
ingly asked, ‘What the hell can you do 
about it?’

Early in 1947 when Talmadge was claiming 
the Governorship, he placed Paul Smith, one of 
the original troopers and an officer of outstanding 
ability, in charge of the Patrol. Shortly later, 
the Thompson Board of Public Safety elected 
J. Q. Davis, one of the original troopers and an 
experienced officer, as director. 


As the dispute raged between which of 
these two men would run the Patrol, Davis 
amused newsmen by commenting: “I know 
one thing, I'm not going back to work in that 
file room again.” The man who was a long- 
time trooper and picked to lead the Patrol 
had been wasting his time—because of poli- 
tics—working in a file room. A short time 
later Davis repaid his opponent Smith by 
firing him—and Smith was capable enough 
to get a job with the DeKalb Police Depart- 
ment. Now he’s back with the Patrol as 
lieutenant in charge of the Madison office.

He is one of the original troopers. He has 
ability and he has the respect of others in 
the Patrol. The men he is placing in key 
positions are veteran troopers. They will be 
able to handle their jobs. 


But the business of reward and punishment 
being based on politics is still seen in Georgia’s 
State Patrol. Unless the 1949 Legislature estab- 


lishes a merit system for the Patrol, the shake-up 
in the State’s police force will continue every 
time Georgia changes her Governor. And troop- 
ers will keep their eyes more on politics than on 


good work as they seek promotions.

The Teachers 
Helped Beat Dewey 


Since the defeat of Thomas E. Dewey I have 
been digging into what was wrong with my 
estimate of it. As one delves into the wreckage 

of the GOP flying machine one comes upon new evidence which 
was not fitted into the over-all picture before the election. 

One of these was the Dewey statement, never effectively de- 
nied, to the effect that the country’s teachers were a bothersome lot 
who didn’t deserve much and who were becoming a dangerous 
pressure group. This was denied for Mr. Dewey, but there seems 
to be no doubt he did say something which would cause the teachers 
of the nation to view him very dimly indeed. 

A gentleman from the Middle West informs me that the teachers 
and their families, and the many persons who think the nation's 
teachers have had a bad deal anyhow, voted solidly for Harry S. 
Truman. 


Force That the teachers are not an effective pressure group is 

obvious. The pressure groups that are effective do well 
financially. But any state politician will tell you that it is very 
painful indeed to have the teachers in an aroused and hostile mood. 


The nation’s teachers were one of the most damaging of the 
winds which blew down the GOP political house. In fact, they 
probably belong in fourth place. The farmers were first. Labor 
came second and the Negro vote was third. The teachers certainly 
were next as one of the major groups which turned away from 
Dewey. 

That Dewey, in his care not to offend anyone, should have 
alienated the four best-organized groups in the nation, will remain 
one of the ironies of our time. 

In all the States that Mr. Truman carried he ran second to the 
State tickets in all save one, his home State of Missouri. The State 
machines were out to save their own organizations, a perfectly un- 
derstandable plan. They saved them well, and the teachers voted 
almost 100 percent for Harry S. Truman and labor got out its 
members to vote. This plus the normal Democratic vote not af- 
filiated with any bloc, was enough to bring him the unexpected 
and literally astounding victory in the Middle West farm States.

In 
Louisiana there is a strong movement to cast the electoral votes 
for Harry Truman. It is possible that about half the 40 votes 
pledged to Thurmond will desert him.

East Coast dock workers have 


called off their costly 18-day 
strike, a union official. announced. 
Joseph P. Ryan, President of 


the AFL International Longshore- | 
men’s Association, reported the ac: | 
tion at New York last night. He 
said a majority of the 65,000 strik- | 
ing longshoremen voted to accept 
a compromise agreement. 

“The men will be on the piers 
tomorrow morning for any one | 
who asks them to work,” he said. | 

In the West Coast ‘maritime 
strike, meanwhile, more than 6,000 | 
San Francisco CIO longshoremen| 72 
voted to accept a new contract 
proposal. Longshoremen at Port- 
land, Ore., will vote on the ques-| 
tion Sunday night. Other West! 
Coast locals have arranged bal- 
loting. 

Some 27,000 West Coast CIO 
longshoremen struck Sept. 2. Sev- 
eral other unions are involved in 
@ wage dispute on the West Coast. 
It was considered that separate, 
settlements might be necessary 
before ships could sail, even if the 
longshoremen vote to go back to 
work. : 

In Washington, the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission and General 
Electric Company asked the Fed- 
eral Court to dismiss a $1,000,000) 
damage suit brought against them 
by the CIO United Electrical) 
Workers.

The shipping strikes on the East 
and West Coasts have tied up 
some 500 ships, many millions of 
dollars worth of Marshall Plan and 
private cargoes and resulted in the 
layoffs of thousands of railroad 
and trucking workers serving 
ports. 

Under the East Coast settlement 
worked out with the help of Fed- 
eral mediators, the dock workers 
will get a 13-cent boost in basic 
pay of $1.75 an hour and a 19% 
cent increase in the night and 
overtime rate of $2.6214. 

A new contract proposed for 
West Coast longshoremen provides 
for a 15-cent increase in the $1.67 


basic pay. Both contracts contain |

Pensions Paid 


Those Past 65 
Now 2 Million 


The Atlanta Field Office, Bu- 
reau of Old-Age and Survivors In- 
gurance, of the Social Security 
Administration, has announced it 
is now paying more than $2,000,- 
000 annually to wage earners and 
their families in the 18 counties 
which comprise its area. 

These benefits go to retired 
workers over 65 years of age and 
their wives or widows who are 
also 65 or over; young widows of 
Wage earners W have children 
under 18 years of age in their 
eare; children under 18, years of 
age, ‘and dependent parents. | 

The Social Security Act was 
passed in 1935 and went into ef- 
fect, Jan. 1, 1937. The first month- 
ly payments were made in Janu- 
ary, 1940, and have grown from a 
few dollars then to gigantic pro- 
portions in less than a decade. 

In Fulton County, the Atlanta 
office said, 7,000 individuals are 
drawing monthly benefits amount- 
ing to approximately $125,000, or 
a total of $1,500,000 annually. In 
DeKalb County 800 individuals are 
drawing benefits, arid the amount 
isapproximately $15,000 per 
month, or $180,000 annually. In 
Cobb County 675 persons receive 
monthly payments totaling $10,000, 
or $120,000 yearly. 

The Atlanta office said it is rea- 
gonable to assume that, without 
any amendments to the Social Se- 
curity Act, the number of bene- 
ficiaries will double in the next 
five years with the amount of 
money paid out in the 18 counties 
likely to reach $5,000,000 per year. 

Persons eligible for Old-Age In- 
surance still fail to give proper at- 
tention to its importance, the of- 
fice said, and many fail to get 
benefits to which they are entitled 
because they fail to file applica- 
tions. They are urged to ask their 
nearest Social Security Field Of- 
fice about benefits they may at- 
tain when they reach the age of 
65 or when a member of their 
family dies.

Those corporations which have sought 
to get every nickel the traffic would bear 
have done business very real harm.

The Teachers 
Helped Beat Dewey 


Since the defeat of Thomas E. Dewey I have 
been digging into what was wrong with my 
estimate of it. As one delves into the wreckage

The nation’s teachers were one of the most damaging of the 
winds which blew down the GOP political house. In fact, they 
probably belong in fourth place. The farmers were first. Labor 
came second and the Negro vote was third. The teachers certainly 
were next as one of the major groups which turned away from 
Dewey. 

That Dewey, in his care not to offend anyone, should have 
alienated the four best-organized groups in the nation, will remain 
one of the ironies of our time. 

In all the States that Mr. Truman carried he ran second to the 
State tickets in all save one, his home State of Missouri. The State 
machines were out to save their own organizations, a perfectly un- 
derstandable plan.

Police Work and Politics 


Our good friend George Wilson, new Director of Public Safety, has announced a shake-up in the 
State Patrol which again emphasizes the need for taking the State’s highway police force out of poli- 


tics. Wilson and Gov. Talmadge both will urge the 1949 Legislature to adopt a merit and retirement | 


system for the Patrol. 


It is hoped the General Assembly will restore the Patrol to its original status | 


of'a decade again when troopers didn’t engage in gubernatorial politics. 


Maj. Wilson “broke” a number of officers 
who led the Patrol in the Thompson administra- 
tion to privates. Among them was W. C. McLe- 
more, an ace detective and veteran in the depart- 
ment whom the Thompson administration judged 


as a trooper in a patrol car. 
doubtful that the real ability of these men could 
be judged in so far different light by different 
administrations if the judging were done on merit 
instead of politics. 

Early in 1947 when Talmadge was claiming 
the Governorship, he placed Paul Smith, one of 
the original troopers and an officer of outstanding 
ability, in charge of the Patrol. Shortly later, 
the Thompson Board of Public Safety elected 
J. Q. Davis, one of the original troopers and an 
experienced officer, as director. 


As the dispute raged between which of 
these two men would run the Patrol, Davis 
amused newsmen by commenting: “I know 
one thing, I’m not going back to work in that 
file room again.” The man who was a long- 
time trooper and picked to lead the Patrol 
had been wasting his time—because of poli- 
tics—working in a file room. A short time 
later Davis repaid his opponent Smith by 
firing him—and Smith was capable enough 
to get a job with the DeKalb Police Depart- 
ment. Now he’s back with the Patrol as 
lieutenant in charge of the Madison office.

I have 
eome home in the middle of the hunting season, 
and every citizen from Ball Ground to the Ten- 
messee line, it seems, is out with his gun, de- 
termined to kill himself something in the shape 
ef a deer if it is only a spikehorn buck not 
wll 2 larger than a good-sized foxhound. 


I de not know how many deer my friends 
and neighbors slew in the weekend I was 
there. I did not get out and investigate, hav- 
ing no desire to move about while they were 
searring the mountains up with shot and 
shell, for fear that I would end up being 
berne triumphantly down to the freezer 
lecker at Jasper over the front fender of 
somebody's car. They should have killed a 
considerable number though, for the Pick- 
ens County deer are about as tame as calves. 
N y any night in the Summertime you 

drive along the roads and see them 
placidly grazing, and in late afternoons you 
you can see them come down to the lake to 
drink as calmly as if there was no human 
being within miles of them.

A casual 


attitude toward literate spelNng and cursive writing on the part of the young, 
worries college professors everywhere almost as much as the widespread indiffer- 


ence to Latin, English, history and mathematics. 


They say they are getting so many freshman stu- 


dents who have filled in their required high school credits with social living, vocational training 
and such popular “reasoning” studies as sociology, economics and psychology that four-fifths of the 


freshman work in many colleges is a repetition of 
high school. 

They have to teach students how to study, how 
te take notes, how to use the library, not to men- 
tion conning them considerably on the multiplica- 
tion tables. 

Ruth Slack Smith, a graduate of Agnes Scott 
fim the class of 1912, and now Dean of Instruc- 
tion, Woman’s College, Duke University, told Ag- 
mes Scott alumnae last week that crowded class- 
rooms and the poor discipline and infrequent 
recitation that follows were partly responsible 
for the poor preparation for college. 

She said that “busy work” for teachers, the 
endiess reports, records, drives, canvasses and 
ether activities into which teachers are dragged 
leaves them rushed and fagged out. 

She remarked that student activities can be 
pitfalls, too. Students are so distracted with 
writing for the school paper, going out for ath- 
letics, dramatics, band and organizations that they 
are too demoralized to study. 

Such things, she admitted, have been incor- 
porated into school life to enrich the program 
and teach participation in democracy, but, they 

the hazard of crowding out the reason 
schools in the first place. 

Mrs. Smith hinted that there is too much ex- 
pensive paraphernalia and too many mechanical 
aids in many schools to allow good teaching, and

It could be prevented in a 
number of ways. A Committee on 
Committees controlled by the lib- 
erals could disregard seniority and 
pack the Rules Committee, Or the 
rules could be changed, so that 
the Rules Committee could no 
‘longer bury legislation.

It is a reasonable guess that the 
Barkley-Rayburn strategy will be, 
at least initially, one of concilia- 
tion and delay. In all probability, 
no purges will be undertaken. The 
Southerners, including the overt 
Dixiecrats, will be allowed to keep. 
their committee places. In the 
meantime, the pressure from the 
Northern labor-backed Congress- 
men can be used, by Rayburn es- 
‘pecially, to prevent the Southern- 
‘ers from hamstringing the Admin-

Thus there is a fair chance for 
a short honeymoon. But toward

MRS. KENNEDY GIVEN SPACE SHE NEEDS 


Proportion and Color 
Vital Decoration Factors 


By MAYNITA GERRY 


Like a cobbler without a 
bench or a carpenter without a 
saw, Lila Kennedy, decorator, 
was finding it practically im- 
possible to.meet the pace in a 
highly competitive field. 

Consequently, when Biggs 
was making plans for its new 
store at the corner of Peach- 
tree and Fifth Streets, Mrs. 
Kennedy put in her bid for at 
least one extra room in which 
to work out and display various 
decoration schemes. 

Biggs, in turn, tripled her bid 
and gave her three rooms. 

The new store was opened on 
Nov. 19. 

“Decorators are trained to vis- 
ualize a whole room from a few 
objects of furniture,” said Mrs. 
Kennedy. “But to the average 
person, furniture in itself, no 
matter how beautiful, is just so 
much ‘stuff’ until it has been 
arranged to conform to some 
specific decorative scheme.” 

Color and proportion, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Kennedy, are the 
two absolutely necessary factors 
in effective decorating. Neith- 
er of which can be displayed in 
their proper relation on a crowda- 
ed floor. 

“For instance,” she pointed 
out, “I could have talked until 
I was black in the face about 
the balanced proportional value 
of a Sheraton sofa flanked on 
one side by a Chippendale pie 
crust table, on the other by a 
Hepplewhite Pembroke table 
with a Queen Anne coffee table 
in front. But without some way 
of illustrating this arrangement, 
I might as well have saved my 
breath for all the impression 
it would have made. 

In other words, “‘the ears are 
deaf to what the eves can’t see.” 

The same would have been 
true of the four different shades 
of blue, teal, cobalt, aqua and a 
near-turquoise, related only in 
that they are all blue, used in 
the living room. In order to 
keep these colors from feudin’ 
and fightin’, Mrs. Kennedy 
more or less isolated each one 
in a separate group and broke 
the space between them with 
other colors that would either 
accent or blend. 

She also used pictures of va- 
rious eras, including modern 
portraits, reproductions of old 
portraits and prints, birds and 
scenics, but used only those that 
had related color tones. 

“In the dining room,” Mrs. 
Kennedy explained, ‘more re- 
sponsibility rests on the lines of 
the furniture, since there are 
few if any upholstered pieces to 
break its severity and soften the 
visual impression.” 

The walls in this room are 
charcoal, papered on one side 
in a Chinese floral pattern, the 
rug is ashes of roses, like the 
living room and the draperies

ask, lined in a soft green satin 
with the edges folded back to 
reveal the satin. 

It is furnished with a Hepple- 
white banquet table, Hepple- 
white shield-back chairs with 
damask seat covers of apricot 
touched with green, Hepple- 
white sideboard, and serpentine 
wall-leaf card table.

The 150 Georgians who made the recent Callaway Farms tour 
through the farming areas of Maryland, Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
Illinois were impressed with one thing more, perhaps, than any

When you walk out of the theater after seeing the new 
Broadway play, “Bravo!”, you feel utterly genial toward 
the human race and find it hard not to greet any passer- 


by who glances your way. 
“Bravo!” télis the story of a 

dozen European refugees from 

Hitlerism who have found ha- 


ven in a roomy old brownstone 
house on New York’s West 62nd 
Street. There, in spite of marked 
scarcity of income, repeated in- 
quiries by the VU. S. Immigra- 
tion Service, and occasional dif- 
ferences among themselves, the 
little group discovers that life 
in America is good. They them- 
selves draw the parallel between 
their own experiences here and 
those of other European refu- 
gees who three centuries ago 
sought freedom on our shores. 
The going for both was hard at 
first, but neighbors gave them a 
lift and they came to discover 
that a land of natural plenty 
was willing to share with them. 


The oddly assorted household 
fa made up of highly literate 
and sophisticated people whose 
life was one of pleasant luxury 
in prewar days in Europe. There 
is a famous playwright and his 
wife, an actress of note in her 
own right. She adapts to Amer- 
ican life, seeking bit parts in 
plays that never become hits. 
But he is uneasy in new sur- 
roundings, seldom leaves the 
house and drinks coffee all day 
as he attempts to write plays 
that recapture the gaiety of his 
old drawing room comedies. He 

_ misses the amenities of the old 
life, and perhaps most of all 
misses being lionized. 

Then there is a Viennese

Finally the famous play- 
wright is jarred to his senses, 
and in a spirited moment at the 
close of the second act all but 
brings the audience to its feet 
cheering. From then on, al- 
though the gentle old judge 
loses his battle for life, in’ the 
new land, the others carve out 
a bit of security for themselves. 
The taxi driver and his bride 
seem headed for a modest suc- 
cess. 

Through it all a handful of 
Americans acquit themselves 
well by extending simple un- 
destanding and_ generosities. 
And when “Brayo!” is over you 
are proud of people who can 
come through vicissitudes with- 
out carping, and of others more 
fortunate who can share with- 
out asking what it will bring 
them. 

The playwright as played by 
Oscar Homolka and his wife, 
as played by Lili Darvas, a Eu- 
ropean actress of note who has 
gone through many of the ex- 
periences she describes onstage, 
are memorable people. Homolka 
you saw as Uncle Chris in the 
stage and film versions of “I 
Remember Mama.” A large and 
skillful cast helps make “Bravo!” 
a heartwarming experience.

Gee, Les, how time flies. It seems like only a couple of weeks 
ago that Tommy Holmes sent a towering fly ball into the Cleveland 
outfield for the final out of the World Series, and yet, with the 
exception of a few scattered late-season contests and the innumer- 
able bowl games on Jan. 1, the curtain has been rung down on 
what I think has been rather an uninteresting season, lacking the 
color and luster of great players and magnificent teams of days 


gone by.

This year there haven't been as many consistently fine 
performers like Davis and Blanchard, Bobby Davis, Lujack, 
Chappuis, Elliott and the other headline sensations that cap- 
tured the fancy of football fans from coast to coast the last 
couple of years, but I think it’s because the over-all abilities of 
coaches and players alike has been leveled off. It'll be 
tough to pick an All-American team this year because there 
are more “better” players than there have been for the past 
seven years. 


Selecting an All-American team any year, Les, is a haphazard 
matter of speculation based mostly on hearsay, publicity and news- 
ree] shots, since most of the authorities that do the choosing have 
not seen the majority of players. However, year by year the pas- 
time of picking such a squad becomes more popular than Betty 
Grable with an overseas division. Everybody does it, so why 
not us? Starting at center, who do you like? 


There's only one, Chuck Bednarik, of Pennsylvania. He 
stands head and shoulders above the rest of a mighty good 
crop that includes Alex Sarkisian, of Northwestern: Bill 
Yeomans, of Army, and Dworsky, of Michigan. They’re all 
good, but Bednarik is the All-American. What about the 


guards? 


I feel about the guards the same way you do about Bednarik. 
Bill Fischer, of Notre Dame, is easily the standout man of the 
nation at his position, a great offensive blocker and a tower of 
strength on defense. The race for the other guard slot is almost 
a tossup between Rod Franz, of Cal’s unbeaten Bears: Bill Healy, 
of Georgia Tech: Herb Siegert, of IDlinois, and several others. 
However, I’m giving the nod to rugged Joe Henry, defensive bul- 
wark of Army’s Black Knights. 


Picking the tackles is tough, Jim. There just haven’t been 
any outstanding men noticed by the scribes, except perhaps 
Al DeRogatis, Duke’s fireball. Let’s put him in one spot and 
give the other to the strong man of Michigan. college foot- 
ball’s oldest player (32), the Wolverine captain for next year, 
Al Wistert. These two would top the performances of the 
other greats like Stautner, of Boston College; Nomelline, of 
Minnesota, and Prince, of Clemson. 


Good wingmen are a dime a dozen when you look at names 
like Brodnax, of Georgia Tech: Trent, of Army: Armstrong, of 
Dartmouth: Leon Hart, of Notre Dame: Powell. of Tennessee, and 
Williams, of Rice. For the AA stamp, though, I'll) take Dick 
Rifensberg, of Michigan. glue-fingered pass receiver and a devastat- 
ing runner in the Wolverines’ famed end-around play: 
his running mate, George “Barney” Poole, the perennial from Mis- 
sissippi. Barney has been topnotch for so long it’s hard to imagine 
an All-American without him on it. 


Now for the backfield. Picking two of the backs is easy— 
Doak Walker, of SMU, and Charley Justice, of North Caro- 
lina. I don’t suppose even you and I will agree on just who 
should be put into the two remaining spots, so I'll accept your 
pick, if you'll take mine.

My man is the apple of “Pappy” Waldorf’s eye, the biggest and 
baddest of California’s Golden Bears, Jackie Jensen.
